TITLE I—INTELLIGENCE ACTIVITIES 
Sec. 101. (a) Funds are hereby authorized to be appro- 
priated for fiscal year 1980 for the conduct of the followmg 


intelligence activities of the United States Government, as 
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defined in S. Res 400, Ninety-fourth Congress, second 


Session: — 
(1) activities of the Central Intelligence Agency; 
(2) activities of the Defense Intelligence Agency; 

(3) intelligence activities of the National Security 
Agency; 

(4) intelligence activities of the military services; 

(5) intelligence activities of the Department of 
State; 

(6) intelligence activities of the Department of the | 
Treasury; | 

(7) intelligence activities of the Department of 
Energy; 

(8) intelligence activities of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation; and | 

(9) intelligence activities of the Drug Enforcement 


Administration. 
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(b) A classified report shall be prepared by the Select 
‘Committee on Intelligence of the Senate with respect to the 
authorization of funds for fiscal year 1980 for intelligence 
activities of the United States Government, including specific 
amounts for each of the activities specified in subsection (a). 
Copies of such report shall be made available to the House 
Permanent Select Committee on Intelligence, to the Com- 
mittees on Appropriations and Armed Services of the Senate 
and the House of Representatives, and to the appropriate 
entities of the intelligence community for which funds are 
authorized by this Act. . 

(c) Nothing éontained in this Act shall be deemed to 


constitute authority for the conduct of any intelligence activi- 


ties which are not otherwise authorized by the Constitution 
or laws of the United States. 
TITLE H—INTELLIGENCE COMMUNITY STAFF | 
Sec. 201. (a) There is authorized to be appropriated for 
the Intelligence Community Staff for fiscal year 1980 the 
sum of $12,627,000 to provide staff support and assistance 
to the Director of Central Intelligence to fulfill his responsi- 
bility for management and direction of the intelligence 
community. 
(b) For fiscal year beginning October 1, 1979, the Intel- 
ligence Community Staff is authorized an end strength ceil- 


ing of two hundred and forty-five full-time employees. Such 
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personnel may be permanent employees of the Intelhgence 


ary 


Community Staff or employees on detail from other elements 
of the United States Government. Any employee who is de- 
tailed to the Intelligence Community Staff from another ele- 
ment of the United States Government shall be detailed ea a 
reimbursable basis, except that an employee may be detailed 
on a nonreimbursable basis for a period of less than one year 


for performance of temporary functions as required by the 
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Director of Central Intelligence.

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(c) Except as provided in subsection (b) and until other- 
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wise provided by law, the activities of the Intelligence Com- 
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munity Staff shall be governed by the Director of Central 
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Intelligence in accordance with the provisions of the National 
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Security Act of 1947 (50 U.S.C. 401 et seq.) and the Central 
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Intelligence Agency Act of 1949 (50 U.S.C. 403a-403}). 
TITLE UI—CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY 
RETIREMENT AND DISABILITY SYSTEM 
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Sec. 301. There is authorized to be appropriated for the 


- Central Intelligence Agency Retirement and Disability Fund 
for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1979, the sum of 
$51,600,000. | 

TITLE IV—TECHNICAL PROVISION 7
